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Another Price Jump For Coffee Hits 


By United Press International 
Brazil announced another price increase and more 
taxes on all forms of exported coffee Friday, a move 
that could drive prices up once again for the American 
consumer. 
Brazil pegged its minimum price hikes at more than 
25 per cent. But market insiders said the minimum 
export prices still were under the actual prices paid for 
exported coffee, so the dollar affect on consumers won’t 
be known until Monday when markets open around the 
world. 
In Washington, the State Department reported it found 
no evidence coffee-producing nations were withholding 
their products from the market, 
Brazil said it was raising minimum export prices of 
green coffee from $2.20 to $2.80 a pound and hiking the 
export tax from $107 to $120 for a 133pound sack. 
Minimum export prices for spray-dried instant coffee 
went from $5 to $7 a pound and freeze-dry instant coffee 
went from $7 to $8 a pound. The minimum export price 
for instant coffee packaged in Brazil in final retail form 
went up by $1 for both spray and freeze-dried.

Winter Collides With Spring

Snow fell over New England, tornadoes struck the 
south and floods threatened several states, as winter’s 
end and the advent of spring collided across the nation. 
Snow fell Friday night and early today across parts of 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine, dumping three 
inches of snow at Concord, N.H. New snowfall over 
parts of New Hampshire and Maine was expected to 
reach six inches today. 
Snow also fell Friday across the upper Great Lakes 
Region, where blowing snow led to travelers advisories 
over lower and upper Michigan and northeastern 
Wisconsin. Many schools in southern Minnesota were 
closed for a second day Friday as drifting snow from a 
16-inch snowfall kept highways clogged. 
Further south, tornadoes were reported Friday in 
North and South Carolina and West Virginia.
